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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
applicants' argument filed on July 28, 2005, previous 103(a) rejection on claims 1-12, 
14-29 and 31-36 over Yamashiki et al'208 in view of Ono et al'780 is hereby withdrawn. 
Ono et al (which is an U.S. application publication of an International Application) is a 
prior art as of its publication or grant date under 102(a) or (b) because the WIPO 
publication of the International Application is not in English. Since Ono et al is 
published on March 17, 2005, the reference cannot be used to reject present invention, 
which has an effective filing date of December 12, 2002. Also, as argued by applicants, 
even if Ono were a prior art, applicants showed in Examples 1 1a-1 8a and Comparative 
8a-1 1a that presently claimed adhesion promoters give unexpectedly superior results in 
stability testing of the polyamic acid solution containing adhesion promoter when 
compared to other adhesion promoters such as 3-aminopropyltrimethoxysilane or N-(2- 
aminoethyl)-3-aminopropyltrimethoxysilane (both of which are also taught by Ono). 
Therefore, present invention of claims 1-36 is allowed over Yamashiki et al'208. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
